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NOT A MATTER OF OPINION 

The ignoriir.co ;ukI projiulico tliat are 
r iiid ainoim pudplt; huhiklsoiI to bu iutol

. inply aatiiuisiiiiiL,'. Oiio would think 
tiifit tliuy iioitlier road or observed, or 
were capaldo ot' ruaiiing and obaorviiit,' 
Wo were, v.o iiui.sL aay, auipiiscd to sue 
in MuiiUny'a Times tho following sunteiico 
"i'hoBe who are of opinion that cluatili- 
ness is inseparable from health, will lind 
evidence to the contrary in Mr. U. Nor- 
man's description of the city of 1 
which ho describes as tlio dirliosi- city in 
tilt' HurKl." 'I'liat a nowspapor in this 
iif^o of the world, in a civ ili/.cd country 
would apeak oi lliuC(uniccl.ion of dirt with 
dcawisu as ii inuttor of "opinion," is in- 
dued wonderful. Every iutelliyout man 
knows that cleanliuess is an essential con- 
dition of health. He knows that it has 
been proved fiver and over again in every 
civiiized ci.imtry that ellVctivu draiiia 
and ihu removal of doconiposing oiganic 
matter have iiiipiovcd tlie jjublic liealth. 
Uy tliu eatablishinent of good sanitary 
conditions, that is, by the speedy removal 
of tilth of all kiiuis, the death rate h^s 
been greatly lessened in hundreds of cities 
and towns. In iniuiy of the towns of 
(ireat Bririiin tlm cliances of a man kee])- 
ing in t;oiid iH^alih are mucli bettor tlian 
they wore tiny or uvoii twenty years ago, 
and many yeari have boon afUlcd to tbH 
average leiii;lh nf the citizens' life. 

"Two hundred years ago," an authority 
says, "the death rate of London was 
eighty por thousand; and by the intlu- 
ence of sanitary improvoinoiits it has now 
been reduced to tWBiitj'-ono and one-half 
per thousand, in &pit<i of tlie enormous 
growth of the town and the ^;iv.'it crowd 
ing to wliioii uihoy of its peojdo are still 
subjected. When the iuiprovement of 
the sewerage was iiclively undertakon in 
London some twenty-live years ago it 
was found that the death-rate was so 
much reduced in some of the wont quar- 
ters of the town that if the same reduc- 
tion could be made universal the annual 
deatlis would bo iweiily-tivo thonaaiid 
less in London, and one hundred and 
seventy-seven thousand less in lOnt^land 
and Wales; or by another view, that tlie 
average ages at death would be forty- 
eight, instead of twenty-nine, as it then 
was." 

There was a great change, indeed, 
brought about by greater cleauliiioss alone. 
Mr. Jialdwin Latham shows from the 
bills of mortality of several l!]iit;liali towns 
that tho mortality in them was by making 
them cleaner, reduced 32, 22, 20, 18 per 
cent., and that the typhoid fever rate was 
lessened in all those towns from 75 to JO 
percent. In the twelve towns named 
the rediicti( 111 in one only was ten per 
cent,, ill till! otliuis it was far greater, 
aveiagiiig at least luty per cent. Kednc 
tion ill the rate of jilitliisis or consuinp 
tion was also marked, ranging from 41 to 
11 per cent. We say nothing here of the 
awful epidemics of the times when sani- 
tary science was unknown. Tho black 
death, the plague, tho small pox, and the 
chi^lcra m<;rbu.», then almost depo|uilated 
cities and Iari;e areas of country. Merely 
because Mr. Norman aays that I'ekin 
is an abominably dirty city and still peo- 
ple aro ablo to live in it, our conteni- 
P'jrury jumps to the conclusiua that dirt 
after all does not du so much harm. But 
Mr. Norman says nothing about the oon- 
sequoncea of that dirt. AVhat ho does 
nob any about I'ekin would fill aoveral 
large \ oliimci. lie was only there a few 
days and bad to condense his description 
of the city into a short letter. Tho laws 
of nature at e not suspended in Pokiii. 
Dirt produces disease there as well as it 
does in Victoria, or Toronto, or Montreal. 
Every oiio knows that in China human 
life i.s not valued very highly. If tliedirl 
of I'ekin kill.s tlioii.-iaiids e\ erv year, a.s it 
no doubt tines, they mv. not missed. 
< 'ther thmi.Haiida are ready to take their 
laces. W'o would like to know what 
infant life is worth in Pokhi. We 
know that bod sanitary conditions arc 
cruelly hard on the babies. The tender 
little things (lie like tliesin these horribly 
unhealthy biviis. Tins is conspicuously 
seen no fuithcr .iirilian Montreal, That 
city is dividi'il inio the iMiglish section 
and the l''i'oii(.ii ;<ci'lioii. In the jiart of 
the city inhabited by Engliah-speaking 
people, some attention is paid to tho laws 
of health. Tho infant mortality there, 
though iiuii'li ton large, Im trilling com- 
pared willi what it i.H 111 I ho h'luiu'h (|uar- 
ter where tliH hnv.s nf lic.ilt li are utterly 
disregarded. The diU'eri'iicii nf the ilif,'\iit 
mortality of the two sections is appalling, 
and one of the stio: gest proofs we know 
of tho etlii ioney of the observance, though 
imperfect at best, of sanitary regulations, 
\Vo do hope that our contemporary will 
not bucomo the apostle of tho gospel of 
dirt, Tho Chineso do not grow fat in 
foul place.s. Thi^ inni|il,uiil is that they 
are afllicteil with h ii.-,niiii. di.Hoases. 
How is it that the inn-it liorrililu of all 
diseases, K i.fi'.y, is found among them I 
la not this one ciiVct of their violation of 
the laws of health ? The Ohineae, as far 
as our observation goes, are not person- 
ally dirty. They wash themselves fre- 
(pienily and this may, in some degree, 
cniiiil orarl ilii^ I'vil in(liU'iu!eH of lilthy 
siirrniiiidings. B'lt wo are very far from 
admitting that tlm Cbinose do not siiHer 
from their disregard ■ of tlie law.-< 
of health. Clojor ouniiity than Mi-.

woU as in Europoan and American cities. 
We venture to siay that when Mr. Nor- 
I man gets homo bo u iU not be careless 
about hia drain pipes or the condition li 
his own.and his neighbors' premises, bo- 
cause ho has seen Ohiiiaraon living in tho 
midst of lilth unspeakable. He would, 
no doubt, feel amazed that any intelli- 
gent person would draw the conclusion 
from his Pokin letter that the writer of 
the paragraph in the Times has done, and 
he would no doubt feel greatly annoyed if 
ho bolieved he had given tho most super 
licial and prejudiced reader any reason 
for believing that lilth is harmless and 
that precautions for tho preservation • of 
the public health are not necessary. They 
are most necessary, and the neglect of 
them is nothing short of a crime. 

.J aiiOUNDLESS CLAIM. 

The Amorican newspapers seoiu to bo 
at a loss what to say about the President's 
proclamation respecting Behring'a sea. 
They evidently believe that tho claim to 
oxclusivo jurisdiction over that vast ex- 
[lanso of ocean is not just, and cannot be 
made good by the law of nations. If any 
other country made the same claim, under 
similar circumstance.s, xVmericana would 
bo tho tirst to protest against it mid to 
denounce it as preimsternus. No other 
nation voiiturea to make any such claim in 
any part of the world. If the British on 
the eastern side of the continent claimed 
uxclusive jurisdiction over much sinallor 
bodies of water, and which could, with far 
greater propriety, Lo called enclosed seas, 
theCiulfof St. Laivronce, for instance, 
tho Americans would bo up in arms in a 
inoniont, and would wax indignantly elo- 
quont over the insolence and tho uiueas- 
(jnableness of the claim. There seems to 
be no doubt that tho United States has 
no right, natural or acquired, to exercise 
exclusive jurisdiction over the w aters of 
Behring's sea. It is siiid that they pur- 
chased tho right from Russia, but the 
Americans wore among the drat lo deny 
that Russia possessed any such right, ami 
it was impossible for Russia to sell 
what she did not own. If the 
LJuitod States oxeroisos jurisdiction over 
tho high seas north of the Aleutian Is- 
livuds, she will do it according tu tho 
"good old way," which is, that they wh 
bitvo the iinwei- take, and those keep what 
they take who are strong enough to do si 
It will bo a singidar thing if the United 
.States, which is so exacting in her dealings 
with other powers, is allowed to hold 
what she cannot prove her right to by 
either law or custom. This is going back 
to barbarous times when might was right, 
it appsarcd that the (jovernment of the 
United States a short time ago knew that 
it had III) right to exercise supremacy ii 
Behring'3 Sea, for it entereil into iiegotia 
tions with several maritime (lowers ii 
order to come to some agreement ielati\ e 
to tho preservation of the fur seal in the 
waters of that sea. Those negotiiitimis 
have evidently been broken off by Mr, 
Blame, who ha.'i taken upon hinmelf tn 
.settle tho iiiatlor by a short and what ap- 
pears to him, no doubt, an easy method, 
But there are greater dilbeultiea in the 
way of successfully asserting that claim 
than he may be aware of. To aay noth- 
ing of the protests which will, doubtless 
be put in by Great Britain and other 
maritime nations, there are many ("iiited 
.Slates citizens who do nut admit the (I 
enimenl'R claim, who repudiate it, .-iiid 
who are piopared to contest it. in the 
United .Slates courts, in the painiililet 
on the fur seal lisheries, which we a! 
luded to a few days ago, American t;iti 
zens deny in tho plainest torina the right 
of their Government lo exercise jiuisdi 
tion over Bohring's Sea. Tlioy say: 

" The iuipic.iMwn haa goiKi rint tliat tllO 

Beliring .Sea is an oiiclosed water juid 
un ier the full control nf tho United 
States and Russia. .lustlmw nod where 
this claim was lirst ohtanied luj < 
seems to know. It sprang into exi.stence 
like a mushroom, and apparently with 
tho same strength and htaiuliiig. Our 
government could with liie same consist 
ency all of a sudden, claim contnd of the 
(.lulf of Mexico. It is coiiHidored by all 
maritime law that a nation can only con 
trol a certain diatiinco of the sea from 
her shores. This has been tho estab- 
lished custom as a niaritinio law for an 
indefinite time, and our Government in- 
sists that the American fishermen shall 
have all right outside nf tho three-mile 
limit from the land in the controversy lie 
Iwoen the Canadian and American lislier 
men, and would not consider the ten 
miles headland point as asked by tin 
Uanadiaiia, but when they come to tin 
PaciQc in the Behring's Sea they go 
directly back on what they claim on the 
Eastern side, and say we own all this sea 
and if you are fniiiid in it your vcbsoIb 
are subject to lei/.ure aiidyouraelf lined 
making no allowance whatever for what 
portion you may be in, whether om 
mile or one hundred miles from land 
Our government going directly back on 
what it claims from the Canadian 
authorities on tho other side, we ask, 
can this claim lie held when it cnmes 
to a tinal issue. .So far it has been 
ilono by force, but might is imt alway 
right, and can anyone elHiin but what 
our gorerinnont will have yet to [)ay 
for tho damages to Canadians and her 
own citizens for the losses they have 
sustained tiy the seizure of their vessels 
jind forfeiture of Eaiiio by our govern 
iiient in its raid .■iiiiniig the sealers in 
the year 1S87, in tho lieliring .Sea." 

The iiicniisi.stcncy and the iiijii.stice i 
the .American government in niakiii 
this claiui, it is seen, strikcH United 
States citizens quite as forcibly as it 
does Canadians, and it will be singular 
indued if such an extraordinary claim 
when it is (Hiestioned, as it no doubt 
will bo, can bo made good. 



AN UNLOOKED-FOR DEFEAT. 

The defeat which prohiliitinn .sustained 
in New llami)sliire a few days ago wa.s a 
great Hiirprisc to Canadian pmhibitionistii. 
They theorize on the subject and draw 
such beautiful piclure.i of what a country 
under prohibition niiist be, that they be- 
lieve that the state in which intoxicat- 
ing drinks are forbidden to bo sold by 
legal enactment, must of necessity be 
pros|)oroii8 and bappy. It would be free 
from all tlie evilH wliich excessive indul- 
gence in strong drink brnigs upon a coni- 
inunity, and once having tasted the sweets 
of prohibition it wnidd no! dream of going 
back to the condition of tlmso ciunniiiui- 
ties in which tlu! Irallic is permitted. But 
many things which in theory ap- 
pear to be imiioflsihle aro found 
in acttial life to come to |iass. 
New Hampshire has had Jtringeiit 
prohibition laws for dxhv thirty years. A 
generation has grown to irianliood since it 
was unlawful to soil intoxicating drink in 
New Hampshire, but singular to say, 
when tho people wore asked tu strengthen 
prohibition by incorporating it into their 
state constitntinn a majority of them re- 
fii.ifd to do HO. A cniistit lit i( mal aiiiond- 
iiii'iil ri.(|uiri!s a t wo-l hi ids vole, but tin.' 
prnliibilionistH, iiifilead nf gelling tho ne 
coHsary two-tliird.s of the electors, were 
actually in a minority of some C,000. 

Tho reason of th,o defeat appears to be 
that it was seen that prohibition in New 
Uampshiro did not iirohibit. The people 
of that State wore i;ot educated up to the 
point of honest prohibition in thirty odd 
years. Tiio prohibition hiws are, it is 
said, opuiily violated in every town in tlii^ 
.State, and as it had been found inii)oaaiblo 
to eiiforco tho laws they bad in all those 
years, tho electors did not see the use of 
enacting nioro laws to bo treated willi 
contempt. Tho prohibitionists of Maine 
no doubt gave their neighbors in Now 
tli^mpahire all tho moral ^ support, they 
could. jDiIaine is pointed to eveiy where as 



an example of tho success of proliibition. 
Vet with Bucli an exauiplo continually bo- 
fore their eyes and with their own thirty 
years oxperionco besides, the prohibition- 
ists of Now iJamp.ihiro lost the day. We 
do nut think lhat this is beeiiiiHe ti;iiipor- 
ance has become unpopular in New 
Humpshiro or that its citizens have bo- 
come indifferent to tho evils that excos- 
Btve indulgence in strong drink produces 
in tho State. They havo merely bocomo 
convinced that [jroliibitory laws wore not 
a euro for those evils. They are like a 
man who has been for a long time taking 
a certain kind of medicine for a diaeaso 
with which ho is aiUicted and finding it 
dods him no good throws it away. It is 
not to be thought that when he does this 
ho has become careless as to tho progress 
of the diaeaso. It is <iuite possible 
that ho sees his danger more 
clearly than ever, and is more anxioiia to 
be cured, but ho sees that tliu old medi- 
cine ia no remedy and he wisely discon- 
tinues its use. 'The case of Now Hamp- 
shire and other States, which havo found 
the prohibition ono a failure are well 
worth enquiring into. Why has not pro- 
hibition produced the results hoped for 
and expected V Because it has not been 
enforced is the readj' answer. But why 
was it not enforced V 'I'he answer to that 
ipiestioii is lint so re.'idy. Theie are inaiiy 
answers to it, and thoy diller widely. 
Tho true one, wo believe, ia because tho 
people wore not prepared for prohibition. 
Thoy really did not want it, and so vio- 
lating the iirohibition law was not re- 
garded a.s an offence against good morals. 
Public opinion was on the side of the of- 
fender, and cDiiseipieutly it was found im- 
possible to enfoice the l.".v.'. When the 
[lenple really want a prohibit(n'y law they 
will lind ways and maans of putting it in 
force. Then, and not until then, will pro 
hibition prohibit.

Accord- 
ingly wo have abundant specimous of such 
Work come down to us from the Keltic 
period. Many of these are rough, but many 
are rich in matorial,BOod in design, and is ex- 
quisitely skillful in workmansliip. Koine wore 
touud duop below the surface of oni- Uoga, 
whoro probably they woro dropped in flight, 
and got gradually covered with pe;it in il-.e 
Blow lapse of centuries. Others were luuud 
in stone chambers mudo for their reception, 
and forgotten for more than 1,000 years. 
Vast qnan^itios of tho gold-work were con- 
signed to tho crucible. Some goldsmiths 
estimate that they purchased and molted 
do\vn as much as £10,000 worth of aneioni 
Koltic gold-work found from time to tiino 
in Ireland.
